The committee on memorials must 
make a report, either favorable or ad- 
verse, on this matter during the Sat- 


urday session, which means that the 
whole matter will again be thrown 
open on the floor of the conference 
which will have to make some de- 
cision. This paper, captioned ‘“Me- 
morial on the Church and Personal 
and Party Politics.” reads as follows: 

“1. To add to Chapter XVII. Sec- 
tion 2 of the Discipline of 1926 under 
the heading, the board of temperance 
and social service, the following par- 
agraph: 

" “*This board shall seek to accom- 
plish the ends herein set forth by edu- 
_ ation, moral suasion, evangelism, and 
shall not engage in personal and 
party politics. This rule also shall 
apply to annual conference boards and 
to the commitfees in the pastoral 
charges.’

Secretary Wilbur, a physician, par- 


ticipated in another examination early 
today at the hospital, where Mr. Good 
was taken immediately after his at- 
tack. A diagnosis of acute appendici- 
tis was made and an immediate oper- 


ation found necessary. It was per- 
formed by Colonel William L. Keller, 
noted army surgeon, with Commander 
Boone in attendance. 

Mrs. Good was with her husband 
most of the day. ‘The sickbed was in 
an officers’ room of the hospital, and 
numerous bouquets of flowers arrived. 

Mr. Good first noticed the approach 
of illness at the war department yes- 
terday afternoon. Hle was trying to 
work on his annual report and re- 
marked to his secretary, John W. Mar- 
tin, that he did not feel well. Abdomi- 
nal pains were causing his distress. 

A month ago Mr. Good was treated 
for neuritis at Walter Reed, after 


| which the physicians reported his gen- 
eral health was not impaired. 


WAR DEBTS: BANK 


Reported Dead. 


Word of Mr. Good's illness spread 
quickly through the city, and result- 
ed in numerous’ calls to the White 
House from his friends in legislative 
and diplomatic circles. At one time 
a report gained circulation that he 
had died, but this was quickly denied 
both at Walter Reed and by secre- 
taries to Mr. Hoover who were mak- 
ing public latest information as to the 
cabinet officer’s condition. 

An indication of the president’s 
deep concern over the illness of his 
friend, who served as campaign *man- 
ager for him ih the west last year, 
was this unusual arrangement for ac- 
quainting the public with the progress 
of the cabinet member in his struggle. 
From time to time senators telephoned 
to the White House for word that had 
been received from the military hos- 
pital. 

Even at the war department in- 
quiries as to Mr. Good’s condition 
were referred to the executive offices, 
where it was explained, direct commvu- 
nication was being maintained with 
the hospital offices. 

Mr. Good is the first member of the 
Hoover cabinet who has been seriously 
ill. He accompanied the president 
and Mrs. Hoover to the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier at Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery on Armistice. Day and 
apparently was in perfect health at 
the time...

Total of $53,169.32 Given 
to Arnold’s Association 
by Southern Citizens, 
Talmadge Discloses.

Reports of collections and expendi- 
tures of the Southern Tariff Associa- | 
tion, sponsored by J. A. Arnold, Wash- | 
ington lobbyist, on file in the office) 
of Eugene Talmadge, state commis- | 
sioner of agriculture, reveal that while 
a total of $53,169.32 was paid into the 
association from southern sources dur- 
ing the year ending August 31, only 
$157.20 was donated by citizens of 
Georgia. 

Commissioner Talmadge, who with 
others, backed the creation of the or- 
ganization in Georgia, disclaimed that 
he or the others had any knowledge of 
political inclinations on the part of 
Arnold. He declared emphatically that 
they entered the association under the 
belief that it was a legitimate enter- 
prise; that they would continue the 
work of the association regardless of 
what charges are made against Ar- 
nold in Washington, 

The reports of the financial activi- 
ties of the association, copies of which 
also were submitted to other interested 
southern state commissioners of agri- 
culture, were not in detail. No dis- 


were specifically itemized as having 

been made in Georgia, but Commis- 

sioner Talmadge indicated his belief 

that several thousand dollars, at least, 

had been spent within this state. 
Only Sought Tariff. 

Mr. Talmadge admittedly spoke 
without the. authority of other lead- 
ers of the association, but expressed 
his belief that his statement reflected 
their opinion. 

If the organization was colored with 
Arnold’s political complexion, he said, 
neither he nox the others knew of it. 
Their motive in backing the associa- 
tion, he said, was to aid in obtaining 
a protective tariff for cotton, jute 
and vegetable oils, under the convic- 
tion that such a tariff was an eco- 
nomic necessity for the south. 

“The cause that we advocate is 
necessary and just,” he declared. “If 
what we advocate is not carried out 
it is my belief that the ultimate re- 
sult would be to bankrupt the farmer. 

“Mr. Arnold has been invaluable 
to us in supplying us with tariff in- 
formation. ‘The only connection we 
have had with him is to further the 
interests of a protective tariff pro- 
gram for southern agriculture. 

“Money has been spent in Georgia 
for the accomplishment of the pur- 
pose of tle association. I, myself, 
have received $500 for expenses neces- 
sary to the organization. All of the 
commissioners of agriculture of the 
southern states, with the exception 
of North Carolina, have received sums 
ranging from $190 to as high as $2,500 
for the same purposes. 

No Accounting Made. 

“How much in addition ‘to this 
amount has been spent in Georgia I 
do not know. No accounting was made 
to me. But with the work which has 
been done, I know that a few thou- 
sand dollars, at least, must have been 
spent within the state. 

“The Southern Tariff Association 
and the men who compose it are not 
interested in Mr. ‘Arnold’s personal 
politics. The attempt to identify him 
with an effort to ‘blacken’ the demo- 
cratic party in order to solidify re- 
ublican gains in the south is, I be- 
lieve: an effort to throw a smoke- 
screen over the vital agricultural tariff 
issue. Regardless of that, the Southern 
Tariff Association will continue its 
efforts to procure a reasonable and 
just tariff for the protection of the 
southern farmer.” 

Commissioner Talmadge opened bis 
files: of correspondence with Arnold 
and the tariff association. 

Accounts of collections, according to 
Arnold’s reports to the interested com- 
missioners of agriculture, showed 
a total of $53,169.32 paid into the 
association from 11 southern states 
within the year ending August 31. 
Of this $157.20 was paid by Georgia 
sources, 

Commissioner Talmadge did not 
know the donors of this money. He 
said that the report on collections 
for the association was recently for- 
warded him by Mr. Arnold and that 
he, taking. the communication as a 
hint that donations from Georgia 
would not be amiss, replied, under date 
October 1, 1929: “I cannot advocate 
an. business puttfhg up a contribution 
for any purpose.”

EQUAL PAY FOR EQUAL WORK. 
After making a survey of salary 
schedules for teachers in represen- 
tative public school systems of the 
nation, Dr. McGaughy, of Teachers 
college in Columbia University, has 
concluded that “to pay women 
teachers as much as men is an eco- 
nomically unsound practice which 
has become widespread because of 
unreasonable sentimentality.” 

That conclusion will strike most 
balanced minds as being itself in 
glaring opposition to sound eco- 
nomi¢ principles and _ practice. 
There is nothing “sentimental” 
whatever in paying teachers in pub- 
lic schools according to their com- 
petencies and services without re- 
spect to whether they wear pants 
or petticoats—using an ancient and 
largely obsolete differentiation. 

Teachers are employed to teach 
and are entitled to be classified by 
equipment and paid for efficiency, 
with no discrimination on account 
of sex. More than 80 per cent, 
perhaps, of the teaching done in the 
public schools for a generation has 
been by women. ° Time and results 
have approved their employment 
over men in that larger proportion. 
And since they have “made good” 
in the school rooms as Signally as 
they have they are entitled to be 
valued for just what their services 
are worth. 

It has become a practical Amer- 
ican labor axiom that there shall be 
“equal pay for equal work.” The 
national and other governments are 
operating upon that principle and 
it would be unjust and indeferisible 
not to apply it to the women teach- 
ers of the public schools.

department of labor found that 43,- 
320 single-family dwellings were 
built in 85 cities from which it 
gathered statistics. There appears 
to be a growing demand for such 
dwellings as salary and wage earn- 
ers find themselves better able to 
undertake the acquisition of a home 
in the less congested parts of the 
cities, and wish to escape high rent- 
als and get more room for their 
growing families. 


The higher average expenditure 
for a single-family home was shown 
in’ Washington city. The average 
cost there was $7,489 for 863 such 
homes.

These figures do not 
include the land costs, but only the 
lcosts of construction named by the 
builder in his application for a per- 
mit. 

It is principally in the industrial 
cities, not counting the greater 
cities with over 500,000 popula- 
tion, that the home building urge 
is most manifest. In them the la- 
bor turn-over on the average is 
least and the feeling of permanency 
of residence is most evident. Those 
cities, of which Atlanta is a con- 
|Spicuous example, show reliable 
‘signs of increasing expansion of 
population and employments. Hence 
there is scarcely to be found a safer 
investment than the building now of 
a home that will steadily grow in 
convenience and in market value.

“Floating”’

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HOW DO YOU KNOW THE 
MILK IS PURE? 

On certain dining cars you may 
‘order certified milk. Certified milk is 
the purest raw milk you ¢an buy any- 
where. The milk is certified by a 
medical milk commission, of doctors, 
health authorities, bacteriologists, 
chemists, veterinary physicians nom- 
inated or approved by the responsible 
local medical society. This commis- 
sidn supervises the examination and 
care of the animals in the dairy herd, 
the handling of the milk from dairy 
to consumer, the examination of all 
persons who handle the milk, and the 
regular bacteriological and chemical 
testing of the milk. Of course human 
nature is human nature, and it is 
possible that some one in this ar- 
rangement may fail. But just the 
same, certified milk is the choicest 
article you can buy anywhere, and 
accordingly it costs more than ordi- 
nary milk. But it is regrettable to 
note that some of the people who serve 
certified milk do not understand what 
they are handling.» They bring the 
customer, not the sealed container of 
milk, but just some—thilk in a glass. 
That immediately arouses. the sus- 
picion of a customer who knows any- 
thing about milk. Where eertified 
milk is sold it should be delivered or 
served to the customer only in the 
sealed container, which he should be 
| permitted to open himself, or at least 
, to see opened. The sophisticated cus- 
tomer ought to refuse to pay tht cer- 
| tified milk price if he does not re- 
ceive the milk in the sealed container. 

The next best grade of milk avail- 
able is pasteurized milk. I believe 
there is just,one grade or quality of 
pasteurized milk, so far as the casual 
customer or. purchaser is concerned, 
and that is pasteurized milk. Pas- 
teurized milk is any milk which has 
been heated to, say, 143 degrees F.. for 
from 20 to 30 minutes, then cooled 
again. That's all the difference there 
is between pasteurized milk and ordi- 
nary raw milk. But sometimes that 
is a great difference, for ordinary raw 
milk before pasteurization may con- 
tain some disease germs, such as 
tubercle bacilli from tuberculous cows, 
1 typhoid bacilli from contamination of 
‘the milk by handlers who happen to 
| be typhoid carriers, or a malignant 
type of streptococcus, from inflamed 
udders, and this streptococcus can 
cause epidemics of septic sore throat 
if the milk is not pasteurized or 
boiled. The heat of pasteurization is 
sufficient to kill any or all of these 
germs in any milk. The human factor 
is much more likely to fail in the 
matter of pasteurizing milk than it is 
in certifying milk. It did fail. with 
disastrous consequences in the typhoid 


Somebody allowed a ship- 
ment or load of raw (and contamin- 
ated) milk to go out to the. market 
unpasteurized. 

t lunch counters, soda fountains, 
restaurants, in dining cars, hotels or 
wherever you buy milk, it is-a rea- 
sonable and proper safeguard to ask 
that the milk be serv 
to you in the container in whgch it 
was pasteurized, or at least that you 
be allowed to see it served from the 
sealed container or have some assur- 
ance that it is pasteurized milk. All 
milk sold in the city is pasteurized, 
by law in most communities. But 
when you travel hway from home the 
chances are 50-50 that raw milk will 
be offered. If it. is perchance certi- 
fied, then in luck; if. it is not, 
‘then you. tter play safe by. see- 
ing that it be boiled five minutes 
fore you drink it, ahd especially

Stuart, of Asheville, N. C., and At- 
lantic Beach, Fla., and according to 
himself, should some day inherit be- 
tween four and five million dollars, 
the bulk of"which ‘was earned by his 
great-grandfather, whom he identified 
as an associate in the fur busincss 
of John Jacob Astor. 

After Stuart and Edna March were 
married in Union City, N. J., in 1926, 
his mother, Mrs. Lillian A. Stuart, 
had him arersted to “save him” from 
what she believed was a disastrous 
marriage. He was released through 
the efforts of his wife, who subse- 
quently resorted to habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings for the youth who, she said 
had been “spirited away” and held 
by his mother.

‘On October 9, 1929, Rev. Rem- 
bert G. Smith received the following 
reply from Dr. Crawford, the same 
being signed by him as secretary and 
treasurer of the board: ‘ 

“‘T have shown this letter -to 
Bishop Cannon, the chairman of the 
board, and we are both of the opinion 
that in view of all of the circum- 
stances connected: with our previous 
correspondence with you, there is 
nothing to be gained by taking more 
of our time, thought, or energy in 
answering, your questions.’ 

“On November 2, 1929, Rev. Rem- 
bert G. Smith. addressed another let- 
ter to Dr. Crawford in his official 
capacity in which I asked him three 
additional questions, as follows: 

“18. Have your books been audited? 

“19. By whom? 

“20. Will you send me a copy of 
his report? 

“This letter has not been replied 
to by Dr. Crawford. 

Paragraph 122 of the Discipline of 
1926 declares it to be one. of the 
duties of a bishop: 

““To decide all questions of law 
coming before him in the regular busi- 
ness of an annual or district confer- 
ence; provided, that such questions be 
presented in writing, and, with his 
decision, be recorded on the journals 
of the conference.’ 

“Accordingly I ask you in connec- 
tion with the business now before 
this conference in the consideration of 
the cause of temperance and social 
service and the report of the general 
board of temperance and social serv- 
ice, the following two questions: 

Rights of Elder. 
“1. Has an elder in the church and 
a member of an annual conference a 
right to information as to the affairs 
and expenditures of a connectional 
board? 

“2. Is it the duty of the secretary 
and treasurer of a connectional board 
when he is an elder and a member 
of an annual conference to furnish 
information to another elder and 
member of an annual conference when 
requested to do so, if the inquirer 
agrees to pay the cost of gathering 
and transmitting such information? 

“With reference to this state of 
facts, the first question that arises is 
as to whether or not a bishop in our 
church has the duty of deciding as to 
whether or not a trespass has been 
committed by the officers of a con- 
nectional board of the church’ when 
such officers refuse to give an elder, 
and a member of an annual confer- 
ence -information concerning the af- 
fairs and the expenditures of a con- 
nectional board. It is necessary to 
inquire as to what the powers and the 
duties of a bishop are regarding such 
a state of facts. 

“Bishop William McKendree wrote: 

“*The general superintendent serves 
as watchman to guard the annual 
conferences against attacks on their 
constitutional rights. (Manual _ of 
the Discipline, McTyeire, Page 43, 
Edition of 1904.) 

“An annual conference has a right 
to information from the connectional 
boards of the church. If this were 
not* given, it would be impossible to 
promote among the members the 
causes of the church and to fraise 
funds for them. 

Hindered in Work. 

“A minister of an annual confer- 
ence is appointed to a pastoral 
charge, in which a part of his duty 
is to raise funds for the use of the 
several connectional boards. If such 
information be denied the member of 
an annual conference is seriously hin- 
dered in his work. The pastors are 
also appointed to their several charges 
by the bishop, who expects results 
from their labors. The securing of 
these results requires that the pastor 
shall have the widest possible infor- 
mation concerning the causes of the 
church, and such information it is the 
duty of the connectional board to 
provide. . 

“If a connectional board because of 
extraordinary conditions may 
thought by members of the church to 
be engaged in activities unusual to it, 
and information is sought as to its 
act and expenditures, it is manifestly 
proper that such information shall be 
immediately given. The annual con- 
ferences have a right to information 
from a connectional board, and this 
right also is held by the members of 
an annual conference in order that 
he may be an effective servant of the 
church. The withholding: of informa- 
tion which is due to members of an 
organization by officers is a serious 
withholding trespass. : 

“The bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, have spe- 
cial powers to protect the annual con- 
ference from unconstitutional action 
of the general conference in what is 
eommonly called the veto power 4s 
set forth in Paragraph 43 of the 
Discipline of 1926. 

Cannot Withhold Data. 

“The general conference itself has 
no right to withhold information from 
an elder, an annual conference, or a 
member thereof. The prerogative of 
concealment could not be confe 
rightly by the general conference on 
any connectional board. 

“If the board of temperance and s0- 
cial service did instruct its chairman, 
or secretary-treasurer to withhold in- 
formation from a member of an an- 
nual conference, it is guilty of a with-- 
holding trespass.: 

“If the chairman, or the secretary- 
treasurer of this board have assumed 
responsibility, and have refused to 
answer these questions, they are guil- 
ty of a withholding trespass. 

“The principle of natural justice, 
*vommon daw, and church law are all 
violated by such concealment. 

“Your attention is called to the fol- 
lowing opinions of state and federal 
courts, as to the rights to information 
of stockholders in corporations: (Here 
a number of court opinions are 
quoted).

an elder in the church. An elder in 
the church is under the judicial au- 
thority of the bishop, and if such elder 
violates the rights of another elder, 
the matter may properly be brought 
to the attention of a bishop. The au- 
thority of a bishop in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, with refer- 
ence to the rights, and obligations of 
elders, is church wide. When the del- 
egated general conference came into 
being the responsibility of a bishop in 
this matter was not ended. 
Inherent Rights. 

“Furthermore, there are inherent 
rights, which an elder possesses which 
the general conference itself cannot 
take from him. Bishop Thomas B. 
Neely, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church wrote: 


“*The general conference could not’ 


change what may be called the bill of 
rights, so as to take from the accu 

ministers, or members, the right of 
trial and appeal.’ (The bishops and 
the Bupervisional. System of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, page 142). | 

“An implicit part of the bill of 
right of an elder, or of an annual 
conference, or a member thereof, is 
the right to information as to the af- 
fairs and expenditures of a connec- 
tional board. 

“Tt is argued that a connectional 
board is responsible only to the gen- 
eral conference. In that event such 
a board might commit a trespass soon 
after the session of a general confer- 
ence, and there would.be no relief for 
the one trespassed upon for four years 
unless we went to civil courts. The 
presumption is, that relief is to be 
found somewhere. To whom should 
one who is trespass against his com- 
plaint, except to the bishop of his 
conference who is a _ constitutional 
guardian of the rights of elders and 
of annual conferences. ee. 

“The judicial authority of a bishop 
over an elder does not cease when 
the elder becomes an officer of a con- 
necional board. “Neither such board,

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In these days when football schedules for next year are 
being made, this column has shouted from time to time that 
Georgia, Alabama, Auburn and Georgia Tech are playing much 
harder schedules than their rivals. It sounds, no doubt, to the 
said rivals like a smoke screen raised to excuse defeats. 


This must not be taken in that light. Tech, Georgia, 
Auburn and Alabama are not asking that excuses be 


made. 

This department is calling attention to this fact in hopes of 
persuading some of. the others to get oul in the big ring and 
take a chance. This department hopes to relieve the inequality 
in schedules among the conference leaders. 


MATHEMATICAL EVIDENCE. 

It is not mere personal opinion that has led this department 
‘nto such claims. One can prove it by figures. One can esti- 
mate the strength of opposition faced by tabulating the games 
won and lost by those teams and striking an average for Op- 


ponents. 
For an illustrative comparison consider the confer- 
ence schedules alone of six teams now in the public eye 

for one reason or another—Tulane, Tennessee, Vander- 

bilt, Tech, Georgia and Alabama. 

I propose to show that Tech, Georgia and Alabama thus far 
have played tremendously harder conferénce schedules than 
the other three, and that Vanderbilt’s campaign to date is more 
impressive than either Tulane’s or Tennessee’ S.

On the other hand, Alabama’s opponents have 
played .625 football, winning more games than they 
lost; Tech’s opponents have played .762 football and 


Georgia’s foes have turned in a record of .857. 

By the system of figuring above North Carolina’s opposition 
rated .250, which is loW; Florida’s opposition .350, which is 
relatively high, and Auburn’s opposition .857, the same high 
figure as Georgia’s. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


This mathematical expression of the strength of opposition 
faced applies most fairly to the three undefeated teams. It 
shows that Vanderbilt has beaten stronger conference opposition 
than either Tennessee or Tulane. 

Yet the figures also show that Alabama, Tech and 
Georgia have been playing much stronger schedules 
than théir compatriots. 

The season is not yet finished and these ratings may be 
changed somewhat, not materially. 


THREE GOATS. 

The conclusion that may be drawn is that Alabama, Georgia, 
Auburn and Georgia Tech are foolish to contract hard sched. 
‘ules and allow their opponents to frame easy programs. 

That is, unless Tech, Auburn, Georgia and Alabama 
enjoy being trimmed out of everything but their honor 

on the football field. 

They should quietly insist on a parity of opposition. They 
should not let the opposition take on a couple of rest games 
immediately preceding the big contests. 


VANDY NOT SO FAR SHORT. 


Let it be said that Vanderbilt's schedule is much harder than 
the figures show. 
The Commodores played Mississippi when Ole Miss 
was doped to win and defeated them in the first game 
of the season. Reference to the scores show that Ole 
. Miss receded steadily after Vanderbilt softened them up. 


Furthermore, the Commodores went north and played Min- 
nesota, which at least was a severe tax on their physical reserve. 
Then taking on Alabama, Tech and Tennessee in a row is a 
satisfactory test for any team. 


COME ON, BE FOLKS! 

Tech and Georgia already. have announced enough of their 
1930 schedules to show that neither is taking a backward step. 
They are keeping up the standard they set this year. The oth- 
ers ought to do the right thing and take on a few tough op- 
ponents. The trick of resting up on state normal schools and 
junior colleges should be outlawed.

In the absence of bank or brokerage 
house failures, or indications of seri- 
ous conditions in industry, the driving 
of even select investment stocks to 
levels where they yield from 6 to 10 
per cent, has become mystifying.

2? Safe Withstands Bombing 


Tough Thugs Take Navy Base 


After Gobs Are Captured +5 


But Fail To Sink Strongbox

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—(United 
News.)——-The popular myth that they 
don’t make ’em tough any more was 
knocked into a socked hat today when 
a gang of thugs, ‘numbering between 
15 and 20, captured the United States 
navy in its Brooklyn supply base. 

The gangsters not only captured 
the navy—thef tied it up with its own 

sheets and threw it in its own 
brig. They labored for five hours in 
an effort to steal the navy’s money— 
$84,500. locked in a huge safe at 
the supply base. But for all their 
efforts, they failed to open the safe 
and went away empty handed. 

While the gang of thugs was tak- 
ing possession of the navy base, a 
26-year-old Irish patrolmen, George 
Brautigan, handily captured six other 
bandits at Woodhaven, L. I., with 
nothing but a six-gtin to aid him. 


Brazen Bandits. 


The holdup of the navy supply base 
was described by police and navy of- 
fieials t as the most brazen piece 
of banditry attempted in years. 

The gangsters, riding in three au- 
tomobiles, drove up to the huge iron 
gates of the supply base at 1 o'clock 


Sergeant Matthew Murphy, on 
guard at the gate, didn’t even have 
time to-say anything. Before he knew 
what had happened, five men were 
jamming guns into his blouse—so forc- 
ibly that later he discovered his mid- 
rif to be black and blue. The thugs 
made Murphy open the gate and then,

tenant awaked to find a number of 
little black holes staring him in the 
face. He offered no resistance. 

The bandits tare the lieutenant’s 
sheet into strips and tied their two 
prisoners, hand and foot.

These men, too, were bound 
and gagged.

The thug jerked out his gun and 
forced Callson to leave the _ boiler.
